Bathing takes on new impor- 
tance. The caily bath is not only 
health insurance, but a very defi- 
nite aid to comfort. Sunbathing is 
no lenger a fad. But insist that 
the first tan be acquired gradually. 
Severe sunburn can be serious, 
and long periods of exposure may 
lead to sunstroke. 

Talk quietly to the child about 
these dangers with a view to wit- 
ning his cooperation. Insistence 
and punishment often lead to re- 
bellion. Remember that the food 
requirements are not changed. In- 
stead, if there is increased activ- 
ity, larger amounts may be needed.
